Mrs.  Bullowa-Moore ’s  late  husband, 
David  Bullowa,  was  one  of  PNG’s 
founders.  The  concept  of  a  PNG  Chair  at 
the  ANS  was  endorsed  by  officials  of  PNG, 
the  oldest  U.S.  dealer  organization,  earlier 
in  the  year. 

One  of  the  goals  of  the  Society’s  $4 
million  fund-raising  campaign  is  to  add 
emphasis  to  the  numismatics  of  the  United 
States.  The  role  the  PNG  was  invited  to 
play  to  expand  the  Society’s  commitment 
to  excellence  in  U.S.  numismatic  research, 
education  and  preservation  was  detailed  to 
the  PNG  membership  at  their  May  7 
meeting  in  St.  Louis  by  ANS  Councillors 
Eric  P.  Newman  and  Margo  Russell. 

They  described  the  Society’s  plans  to 
develop  a  new  visibility  through  the  first 
United  States  Chair  in  Numismatics  on  a 
par  with  the  Chairs  proposed  for  the  other 
curatorial  departments  at  the  ANS.  The 
Society’s  holdings  of  ancient  Greek  and 
Roman,  Far  Eastern  and  Islamic  coinages 
equal  the  great  national  collections  of

David  L.  Lit,  a  nephew  of  Victor  D. 
Brenner,  has  given  the  ANS  the  famous 
medalist’s  own  collection  of  medals  and 
related  material.  Brenner,  best  known  as 
the  designer  of  the  Lincoln  cent,  is  widely 
regarded  as  one  of  America’s  greatest 
medallic  sculptors.  He  is  also  the  sculptor 
most  identified  with  the  history  and 
medallic  issues  of  the  ANS. 

Lit  is  actually  the  nephew  of  Brenner’s 
wife  Anne  Reed.  He  told  ANS  Curator  of 
Medals  Alan  Stahl  of  his  fond  memories 
of  visiting  the  sculptor  in  Ogunquit, 
Maine,  where  his  own  parents  had  a  house 
near  that  of  the  Brenners.  After  Brenner’s 
death  in  1924,  his  personal  collection  of 
medals,  coins,  and  casts  remained  with  his 
wife  in  a  medal  cabinet.  In  1953,  she  be¬ 
queathed  the  collection  and  the  cabinet  to 
Mr.  Lit,  who  kept  it  in  his  home  for  more 
than  three  decades.  Mr.  Lit  has  now 
generously  contributed  the  entire  collec¬ 
tion,  including  the  cabinet,  to  the  ANS,  to 
keep  it  together  as  a  tribute  to  Brenner  and 
to  make  it  available  for  the  public  and 
scholars  to  examine. 

Medals  to  be  Exhibited 

Dr.  Stahl  was  especially  delighted  by  the 
timing  of  the  gift.  “We  received  the  col¬ 
lection  in  June,”  he  noted,  “just  while  we 
were  in  the  final  process  of  selecting  the 
pieces  for  the  Beaux-Arts  Medal  in 
America  exhibition,  which  opens 
September  26.  We  have  now  been  able  to 
include  in  the  exhibition  important  pieces 
from  Brenner’s  own  collection.” 

The  heart  of  the  collection  comprises 
about  160  medals  designed  by  Brenner. 
Among  these  are  many  pieces  previously 
lacking  from  the  Society’s  holdings  or 
represented  in  new  sizes  or  formats.  About 
two  dozen  of  the  pieces  are  known  only 
from  listings  in  unillustrated  catalogues  or

On  May  29  the  Goldberg  family  hosted 
a  reception  for  the  Society  in  their  recently- 
opened  and  exquisitely-appointed  Superior 
Coin  Galleries  in  Beverly  Hills.  The  recep¬ 
tion  list  included  a  number  of  the  Socie¬ 
ty’s  250  California  members  and  an  addi¬ 
tional  250  individuals  attending  the  Bud¬ 
dy  Ebsen  Collection  Sale  held  by  Superior 
Coin  Galleries  the  first  week  of  June. 

Ira,  Larry,  Mark  and  Harold  Goldberg 
planned  the  reception  in  response  to  the 
Society’s  request  for  regional  hosts  for 
cultivation  events  to  acquaint  more  of  the 
numismatic  community  with  the  Society’s 
work  and  aspirations  for  the  future.  Society 
representatives  have  been  traveling 
throughout  the  United  States  meeting  with 
members  and  friends  to  view  a  specially- 
prepared  audio-visual  presentation  which 
depicts  and  describes  the  activities  of  the 
Society  and  its  plans  for  expansion  of  ser¬ 
vices  and  renovation  of  the  New  York 
headquarters. 

Guests  at  the  reception  were  greeted  in 
the  main  gallery  by  the  Goldbergs,  Buddy 
Ebsen,  ANS  President  Harry  W.  Fowler 
and  his  wife  Emily,  Councillor  Margo 
Russell,  who  serves  as  National  Cultiva¬ 
tion  Chairman  for  the  Society’s  Develop¬ 
ment  Campaign,  and  ANS  staff  members 
William  E.  Metcalf,  Francis  D.  Campbell, 
Wiliam  L.  Bischoff  and  Sande  Elinson. 
The  entire  reception  then  moved  to  an  ad¬ 
jacent  conference  room  where  Mr.  Fowler 
and  Mrs.  Russell  introduced  the  Society’s 
audio-visual  program  which  traces  the 
history  of  the  Society  from  a  small  group 
of  collectors  in  1858  meeting  in  private 
homes  to  its  present  headquarters  at 
Audubon  Terrace,  first  occupied  in  1907. 
The  presentation  oudines  the  manner  in 
which  the  Society  has  evolved  into  one  of 
the  world’s  most  comprehensive  research 
centers  in  numismatics  and  the  ANS’s 
plans  to  increase  its  outreach  and  the  ac¬ 
cessibility  of  its  collections  through  the 
Development  Campaign. 

Cultivation  Events  Important 

Following  the  formed  presentation, 
Fowler  and  Russell  were  joined  by  ANS 
staff  members  to  answer  guests’  questions 
and  discuss  their  suggestions  for  increas¬ 
ing  the  Society’s  visibility  in  their  com¬ 
munities,  its  membership,  and  possible 
sources  for  binding  present  and  expanded 
activities.  President  Fowler  emphasized  the 
importance  of  the  hospitality  accorded  by 
the  Goldberg  family  in  stating  “We  are 
very  grateful  to  the  Goldbergs  for  hosting 
our  first  venture  of  this  kind  in  the  Califor¬ 
nia  area  and  we  are  hopeful  that  those  in 


attendance  will  be  supportive  of  the  Society 
and  spread  the  word  about  the  accessibili¬ 
ty  of  our  research  facilities  and  the  high 
caliber  of  our  staff  and  publications.” 

Mrs.  Russell,  who  chairs  the  Society’s 
National  Cultivation  Committee,  stressed 
the  need  for  the  Society  to  move 
throughout  the  country  and  “tell  our  story 
and  get  to  know  the  various  serious  groups 
of  numismatists  who  have  not  been  to  the 
Society  and  are  unaware  of  what  we  have 
to  offer  the  numismatic  community.”  It 
has  also  become  apparent,  according  to 
Mrs.  Russell,  that  the  groups  visited 
through  this  cultivation  effort  have  ideas 
on  how  the  numismatic  community  can 
best  serve  the  Society.  At  a  party  given  ear¬ 
ly  in  May  by  Catherine  Bullowa- Moore, 
her  husband,  Earl  Moore,  and  members 
of  her  staff  at  their  Coinhunter  offices  in 
Philadelphia,  Mrs.  Russell  and  ANS 
Librarian  Francis  D.  Campbell  found 
those  in  attendance  eager  to  visit  the  ANS 
with  small  groups  to  learn  directly  about 
the  riches  the  Society  has  to  offer  the  col¬ 
lector  and  scholar.  Mrs.  Bullowa-Moore 
arranged  special  exhibits  and  furnished  an 
afternoon  tea  for  the  guests  which  includ¬ 
ed  the  U.S.  Chief  Engraver  Elizabeth 
Jones  and  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Philadelphia  Mint,  Anthony  Murray,  and 
members  of  the  Pennsylvania  and 
Delaware  numismatic  community. 

Mr.  Fowler  added  “The  Society  deeply 
appreciates  the  number  of  members  who 
have  volunteered  to  host  such  gatherings. 
Whenever  possible  we  are  trying  to  ar¬ 
range  for  curatorial  talks  at  local  groups 


when  we  are  in  an  area  for  a  Cultivation 
party.  Our  Modern  Curator  is  addressing 
the  Fresno  Numismatic  Society  following 
this  grand  reception  hosted  by  the 
Goldbergs.”  Harry  Fowler  continued  “All 
our  cultivation  events  throughout  New 
England  and  now  the  rest  of  the  country 
have  been  very  successful  in  bringing  in¬ 
formation  to  our  members  and  friends.  But 
the  key  is  to  follow  up  in  each  area  through 
volunteer  regional  chairmen  such  as  Ar¬ 
thur  Fitts  in  Boston  who  will  keep  talking 
about  us  and  soliciting  support  after  we 
have  gone  back  home.” 

$2.3  Million  to  Date 

The  Cultivation  program  and  follow-up 
solicitation  have  been  very  successful  so  far 
raising  $2.3  million  toward  an  ANS  endo- 
ment  increase  of  $4  million.  “We  realize 
that  the  majority  of  our  members  are  in  the 
East  Coast  area  and  we  have  reached  most 
of  them,  so  the  final  $1.7  million  will  be 
harder  to  raise  since  the  membership  base 
is  smaller  in  the  areas  still  to  be  con¬ 
tacted.”  continued  President  Fowler,  “We 
are  hopeful  that  endowment  of  Chairs  and 
named  gifts  will  be  forthcoming  and  add 
the  funds  necessary  to  expand  services  of 
curators  and  library  staff.”  Members  and

are  completely  unpublished.  Among  these 
is  the  beautiful  medal  in  honor  of  Desmond 
Fitzgerald  struck  in  1910  for  the  Boston 
Society  of  Civil  Engineers  and  the  1907 
portrait  plaque  of  Dr.  Charles  Rabutot.  Of 
special  interest  is  a  free-standing  bronze 
figurine  signed  by  Brenner,  one  of  the  few 
pieces  of  non-medallic  sculpture  by  him  in 
existence. 

In  addition,  the  gift  contains  medals  by 
other  sculptors  which  were  in  Brenner’s 
possession.  Among  works  by  his  American 
colleagues  and  friends,  and  of  special  in¬ 
terest  to  the  ANS,  are  Brenner’s  personal 
examples  of  the  Society’s  Member’s  Medal 
designed  by  Gutzon  Borglum  and  the 
Saltus  Medal  for  lifetime  achievement  in

ANNOUNCED 

The  Royal  Belgian  Numismatic  Socie¬ 
ty  will  award  its  Quadrennial  Prize  in  1989 
to  an  author  of  an  unpublished  original 
manuscript  on  a  numismatic  or 
sigillographic  topic.  The  competition, 
which  carries  an  award  of  50.000  frB.,  is 
open  to  ail  persons  not  older  than  35  as  of 
November  1,  1988.

medallic  art  which  the  Society  awarded 
Brenner  in  1922.  The  collection  also  con¬ 
tains  a  significant  number  of  pieces  by 
Brenner’s  mentor  Roty  and  other  French 
medalists,  but  an  even  larger  number  are 
by  German  and  Austrian  medalists.  Bar¬ 
bara  A.  Baxter,  guest  curator  for  the  up¬ 
coming  Beaux- Arts  Medal  in  America  ex¬ 
hibition,  has  noted  that  this  fact  could 
change  the  standard  interpretation  of  Bren¬ 
ner’s  art  as  being  shaped  primarily  by 
French  influences.  “In  any  event,’’  she 
added,  “this  collection  will  certainly  give 
scholars  many  new  perspectives  on  Bren¬ 
ner’s  work  as  a  whole.” 

Selected  pieces  from  the  gift  will  be  part 
of  “The  Beaux-Arts  Medal  in  America” 
exhibit,  which  will  be  in  the  Society’s  East 
Hall  from  September  26  through  April  16, 
1988.  A  larger  selection  of  the  pieces  will 
be  on  display  at  the  Society’s  Annual 
Meeting  on  January  10,  1988.

Europe  and  its  library  is  unrivalled 
anywhere. 

The  PNG  endowment  is  designed  to 
help  pay  the  salary  and  benefits  of  a  U.S. 
Curator,  and  provide  him  with  travel 
funds  and  a  coin  purchase  allocation.  “We 
are  grateful  for  this  initial  PNG  support 
toward  our  U.S.  Chair,”  Harry  Fowler 
said.  “In  this  day  and  age  of  great  focus 
on  image  and  reputations  in  the 
numismatic  profession,  this  certainly  rein¬ 
forces  the  PNG  creed  of  knowledge,  in¬ 
tegrity  and  responsibility. 

“These  first  donors  demonstrate  PNG’s 
aims  and  purpose — to  contribute  leader¬ 
ship  in  the  field  of  numismatic  educa¬ 
tion...  contributing  to  organizations  that 
can  assist  in  this  endeavor....”  Fowler 
said. 

The  PNG,  launched  in  1950  and  incor¬ 
porated  in  1955,  “has  grown  into  a 
vibrant,  influential  and  prestigious  guild 
of  more  than  200  professional 
numismatists,”  Hendrickson  said  as  he  ex¬ 
pressed  confidence  that  the  next  few  years 
would  see  membership  expansion  and  that 
PNG  would  assume  an  even  more  vital  role 
in  the  proper  conduct  of  professional 
numismatics.

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1987  Graduate  Seminar  Concludes

The  thirty-fifth  annual  Graduate 
Seminar  in  Numismatics  opened  at  the 
museum  on  June  9  with  eleven  students 
from  ten  universities  in  attendance.  The 
Visiting  Scholar  for  the  year  was  Dr.  Ian 
A.  Carradice,  Curator  of  Near  Eastern 
Coins  at  the  British  Museum  in  London, 
who  assisted  in  the  instructional  program 
and  delivered  three  scheduled  lectures  and 
a  fourth,  by  popular  demand,  which  ex¬ 
panded  a  discussion  of  the  coinage  of  the 
Libyan  wars  presented  July  10  at  the  New 
York  Numismatic  Club. 

In  addition  to  Dr.  Carradice  and  all  the 
members  of  the  curatorial  staff,  speakers 
included  Giles  F.  Carter,  Eastern 
Michigan  University,  on  methods  of 
analysis  of  ancient  coins;  Jane  DeRose 
Evans,  Philadelphia,  on  the  coinage  of  Sex¬ 
tus  Pompey;  Ruth  Mazo  Karras,  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Pennsylvania,  on  Bohemian 
coinage;  Eric  P.  Newman,  St.  Louis,  on 
early  American  currency;  and  Gilford  and 
Leslie  Beer  Tobey  of  Marblehead, 
Massachusetts,  who  demonstrated  the 
striking  of  ancient  coins. 

A  last-minute  addition  to  the  schedule 


was  a  discussion  by  Jonathan  Kagan  of 
New  York  of  the  “Decadrachm  Hoard,” 
which  consists  of  over  2,000  archaic  Greek 
silver  coins.  Mr.  Kagan’s  presentation  was 
highlighted  by  the  loan  of  144  pieces  from 
the  hoard  from  Mr.  William  Koch  of 
Boston.

KOCH  COINS  LENT  TO  ANS 

On  July  10,  144  choice  silver  coins  from 
the  now  reknown  large  “Decadrachm 
Hoard”  from  Anatolia  were  placed  on 
deposit  at  the  ANS  by  their  owner, 
William  Koch.  Their  timely  arrival  coin¬ 
cided  with  Jonathan  Kagan’s  report  on  the 
hoard  to  the  Graduate  Seminar  par¬ 
ticipants  the  next  day. 

The  loan  includes  Lycian  issues,  many 
of  which  were  unknown  before  the 
discovery  of  the  hoard  in  1984;  severed 
tribal  octadrachms  of  the  Bisaltae,  and  one 
of  the  14  Athenian  decadrachms  of  the 
hoard,  in  pristine  condition,  whence  the 
name  of  the  hoard  derives. 

The  Decadrachm  Hoard  is  being  fully 
published  by  Sallie  Fried,  Jonathan  Kagan 
and  Jeffrey  Spier.  The  authors  presented 
their  findings  at  the  Ninth  Oxford  Sym¬ 
posium  on  Coinage  and  Monetary 
History,  held  at  Oxford  in  the  Spring  of 
1986  and  their  preliminary  reports  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  BAR  International  Series  343 
in  1987. 

The  Society  is  grateful  to  Mr.  Koch  for 
placing  a  representative  selection  of  the 
hoard  in  our  custody,  where  the  coins  are 
available  to  students  of  Greek  numismatics 
for  study  and  enjoyment. 


CONGRATULATIONS 
PAOLO  VISONA 

Paolo  Visona  has  been  cited  as  a  1986 
recipient  of  the  Distinguished  Dissertation 
Award  at  the  University  of  Michigan.  The 
award,  a  new  program  at  the  Horace 
H.Rackham  School  of  Graduate  Studies, 
recognizes  authors  of  doctoral  dissertations 
that  are  outstanding  for  the  high  quality 
of  their  scholarship  and  the  significance  of 
their  findings. 

Dr.  Visona,  a  student  at  the  Society’s 
1979  Graduate  Seminar  and  recipient  of 
the  Society’s  Dissertation  Fellowship  for 
the  academic  year  1983/4,  received  his 
Ph.D.  in  Classical  Art  and  Archaeology 
from  the  University  of  Michigan  in  1985. 
The  topic  of  his  dissertation  was  “Punic 
Bronze  Coinage:  Circulation,  Mint  At¬ 
tribution,  and  Chronology.”  The  award 
citation  draws  attention  to  the  fact  that 
“Visona  took  an  immense  and  important 
body  of  raw  data,  studied  it  critically,  and 
turned  it  into  an  organized  and  accessible 
body  of  new  information  now  at  the 
disposal  of  archaeologists.” 

Dr.  Visona  has  been  Assistant  Professor 
in  the  Department  of  Modern  and 
Classical  Languages  at  the  University  of 
Notre  Dame,  South  Bend,  since  1986.

NATIONAL  HUMANITIES 
CENTER  FELLOWSHIPS 

The  National  Humanities  Center  sup¬ 
ports  35  to  40  Fellows  annually  for  advanc¬ 
ed  study  in  history,  philosophy,  literature, 
and  other  fields  in  the  humanities  and  in 
some  fields  not  normally  associated  with 
the  humanities,  including  natural  and 
social  sciences,  and  the  arts.  Senior 
scholars  and  young  scholars  (several  years 
beyond  the  doctorate)  may  apply  for  these 
fellowships  to  pursue  research  and  writing 
in  residence  at  the  Center. 

Most  fellowships  are  for  the  academic 
year  (September  through  May),  while 
there  are  a  few  available  for  the  fall  or 
spring  semester.  The  stipends  are  based  on 
scholars’  usual  academic  salaries.  Fellows 
who  have  partial  funding  in  the  form  of 
sabbatical  salaries  or  grants  from  other 
sources  receive  from  the  Center  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  that  funding  and  their 
usual  salaries. 

An  application  consists  of  a  form 
available  from  the  Center,  supported  by  a 
curriculum  vitae,  a  1,000  word  project  pro¬ 
posal,  and  three  letters  of  recommenda¬ 
tion.

While  reviewing  catalogues  for  the  ANS 
photo  file,  Luciana  Csaki  read  this  com¬ 
ment  by  the  internationally-known 
numismatist,  Professor  Franco  Panvini 
Rosati  of  the  University  of  Bologna:
